Wedgwood Benn, the Secretary 
for India; asserted that whilst the 
movement initiated by Gandhi had 
not in itself caused much ‘trouble, 
its real significance lay in the at- 
tempt to use it as a. means of rous- 
ing public sentiment to a dangerous 
pitch.
